A compound according to any of the preceding claims for use in the treatment, 
prophylaxis and/or diagnosis of bacterial infections fully or partly caused by an organism 
belonging to any of the genera Staphylococcus, Enterococcus, Streptococcus, Haemophilus, 
Moraxella, Escherichia, Mycobacterium, Mycoplasma, Pseudomonas, Chlamydia, Rickettsia, 

5 Klebsiella, Shigella, Salmonella, Bordetella, Clostridium, Helicobacter, Campylobacter, 
Legionella and Neisseria. 

21. A pharmaceutical composition comprising, as an active ingredient, a compound 
according to any of the preceding claims or a pharmaceutical^ acceptable salt thereof

22. A pharmaceutical composition according to claim 21 comprising a second active 
ingredient having antibacterial activity. 

A pharmaceutical composition according to any of claims 21 and 22 in unit dosage form, 
comprising from about 1 \xg to about 1000 mg such as, e.g., from about 10 to about 500 
mg, from about 0.05 to about 100 mg or from about 0.1 to about 50 mg of the compound 
according to claim 1 or a pharmaceutically acceptable salt or ester thereof. 

20 24. A pharmaceutical composition for treatment of infections, the composition comprising, as 
an active ingredient, a compound according to any of claims 1-20 or a pharmaceutically 
acceptable salt thereof together with a pharmaceutically acceptable carrier or diluent. 

25. A pharmaceutical composition according to claim 24 for the treatment of bacterial 
25 infections fully or partly caused by an organism belonging to any of the genera 

Staphylococcus, Enterococcus, Streptococcus, Haemophilus, Moraxella, Escherichia, 
Mycobacteria, Mycoplasma, Pseudomonas, Chlamydia, Rickettsia, Klebsiella, Shigella, 
Salmonella, Bordetella, Clostridia, Helicobacter, Campylobacter, Legionella and Neisseria. 

30 26. A pharmaceutical composition according to any of claims 21-25, for oral, nasal, 
transdermal, pulmonal or parenteral administration. 

27. A method for the treatment of ailments, the method comprising administering to a subject 
in need thereof an effective amount of a compound according to any of claims 1-20 or a 
35 pharmaceutically acceptable salt thereof, or of a composition according to any of claims 21- 
26. 
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28. A method according to claim 27, wherein the effective amount of the compound 
according to any of claims 1-20 or a pharmaceutical^ acceptable salt or ester thereof is in 
the range of from about 1 jug to about 1000 mg such as, e.g., from about 10 jug to about 500 

5 mg, from about 0.05 to about 100 mg or from about 0.1 to about 50 mg per day. 

29. Use of a compound according to any of claims 1-20 or a pharmaceutical^ acceptable 
salt thereof for the preparation of a medicament. 

10 30. Use of a compound according to any of claims 1-20 or a pharmaceutically acceptable 
salt thereof for the preparation of a medicament for treatment of bacterial infections. 

Use of a compound according to any of claims 1-20 or a pharmaceutically acceptable 
salt thereof for the preparation of a medicament for treatment of an infection fully or partly 
15 caused by an organism belonging to the group consisting of Staphylococcus, Enterococcus, 
Streptococcus, Haemophilus, Moraxella, Escherichia, Mycobacteria, Mycoplasma, 
Pseudomonas, Chlamydia, Rickettsia, Klebsiella, Shigella, Salmonella, Bordetella, 
Clostridia, Helicobacter, Campylobacter, Legionella and Neisseria. 

Use of a compound according to any of claims 1-20 or a pharmaceutically acceptable 
salt thereof for the preparation of a medicament for treatment of an infection fully or partly 
caused by an organism belonging to the group consisting of Staphylococcus aureus, 
Staphylococcus epidermidis, Enterococcus faecium, Enterococcus faecalis, Streptococcus 
pneumoniae, Haemophilus influenzae, Moraxella catarrhalis, Escherichia coli,

Pseudomonas aeruginosa, Chlamydia, Rickettsiae, Klebsiella pneumoniae, Shigella flexneri, 
Salmonella typhimurium, Bordetella pertussis, Clostridia perfringens, Helicobacter pylori, 
Campylobacter jejuni, Legionella pneumophila and Neisseria gonorrhoeae.
